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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-7, drawn to a p-n heteroj unction compound semiconductor 
light-emitting device, classified in class 257, subclass 103 

Group II, claim(s) 8-14, drawn to a method for forming a pn-heterojunction 
compound semiconductor light-emitting device that comprises a crystalline substrate, a 
lower cladding layer composed of an n-type Group lll-V compound semiconductor, a 
light-emitting layer composed of an n-type Group lll-V compound semiconductor, an 
upper cladding layer composed of p-type boron phosphide, an n-type electrode 
attached to the lower cladding layer, and a p-type electrode attached to the upper 
cladding layer, the upper and lower cladding layer sandwiching the light-emitting layer, 
classified in class 438, subclass 94. 

The inventions are independent or distinct, each from the other because: 

Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make another and materially different product or (2) 
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that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case, the product as claimed can be made by 
another and materially different process; i.e., the method of forming the device without 
having the ratio of phosphorus source to boron cource is controlled to be lower than a 
ratio of the Group V element source to the Group II element source employed at the 
growth of the intermediate layer. 

Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were not 
required because one or more of the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 
different classification; 

(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 
recognized divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching 
different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different 
search queries); 

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to 
another invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 
101 and/or 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 
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Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application.
